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PURPOSE: To improve refrigerating effect, by allowing both ends of a heat-condut- 
ing pipe, which is charged airtightly with an appropriate volume of refrigerant 
liquid gasified at a relatively low temperature, to be connected through a gaseous 
phase connecting pipe. 

CONSTITUTION : Both ends of a heat-conducting pipe 1, which is charged airtightly 
with an appropriate volume of a refrigerant liquid 2 such as fluorocarbon or am- 
monia, etc. and is able to be gasified at a relatively low temperature, are connected 
through a gaseous phase connecting pipe 4. In this structure, even through the 
refrigerant liquid accumulates in a bent section of the heat-conducting pipe 1, 
gaseous body which had been gasified in the heat-conducting pipe 1 flows into con- 
densing section 3 through the gaseous phase connecting pipe 4 so that inside of the 
heat-conducting pipe can be made free from accumulation of the gaseous body. 
And therefore, operation becomes ensured whereby refrigerating effect can be 
improved. 
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
